REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to a multiport memory device. The independent claims 24, 31 and 42 
recite a semiconductor memory device having a plurality of multiport memory cells 
comprising of 8 transistors and a plurality of oneport memory cell comprising 6 
transistors. The PRIOR ART fails to disclose such a semiconductor memory device with 
two kind of memory cells as described in the independent claims 24, 31 and 42, 
therefore, claims 24-39 and 42-51 are in condition for allowance.
